a project to run a sidewalk 
from the Dairy Queen north 
on Claxton Avenue to the 
intersection of the Hwy 203 
Bypass and from there west 
on the Bypass to the Travel 
Center.

ADPH alerts Alabamians 
of increased flu activity 


Influenza (flu) activity 
levels are increasing across 
the state of Alabama. 

The flu is a very conta- 
gious respiratory illness. 
Some of the symptoms of 
influenza include fever, 
cough, sore throat, 
runny/stuffy nose, 
headache, muscle aches, 
and extreme fatigue. 

“This increased rate of 
flu activity is concerning 
because influenza can be a 
serious disease for anyone, 
including children, preg- 
nant women, and previous- 


ly healthy young adults,” 
said Dr. Burnestine Taylor, 
Medical Officer for Disease 
Control and Prevention for 
the Alabama Department of 
Public Health. 

An annual influenza vac- 
cination is recommended 
for everyone 6 months and 
older and is the best pre- 
vention against getting the 
flu. Physicians, pharmacists 
and county health depart- 
ments can provide flu vac-

After hearing countless 
versions of “Baby It’s Cold 
Outside” during _ this 
Christmas season, I couldn’t 
help but think of the poor 
four-footed friends left out in 
the cold. As a rule, if you 
feel chilly, so does your pet. 
Most dogs and cats cannot 
tolerate lower than 45 
degrees for an extended peri- 
od. Pets left outside can 
experience hypothermia, 
frostbite and even death, 
according to the American 
Veterinary Medical 
Association (AVMA). 

While Huskies may hap- 
pily linger in the snow and 
ice, a Jack Russell may shiv- 
er at 50 degrees, Indoor pets 
miss the signal to grow thick 
winter hair and may appreci- 
ate a warm sweater for that 
outdoor walk. Short hair and 
short legs both result in a 
cold dog. Small breeds with 
tummies close to the snow 
can rapidly turn from Toto 
dogs into Terrier-cicles. 

Feral cats may rebuff your 
offer of garage space, but 
will still seek out warm 
places, like your car engine. 
To prevent a tragedy, a cou- 
ple of raps on the hood 
before you open the door 
should scare the cat into 
deserting the engine. 
Leaving your dog in the car 
ona cold day can be as dead- 
ly as a hot day as the cold 
can get trapped inside, creat- 
ing a refrigerator effect. 

Be sure to clean your cat’s 
or dog’s paws and bellies 
when you come in from 
playing in the snow. Rock 
salt can cling to hair and 
toes, When pets lick these 
irritants off, they can harm. 
the 
sometimes requiring emer- 
gency veterinary treatment. 

If you are putting on a 
jacket, your dog or cat needs 
extra treats and food. Cold 
weather burns more calories 
and a little extra bacon or

Watch for the signs of 
hypothermia: if your pet is 
whining, shivering, appears 
anxious or weak, slows 
down or stops moving, or 
starts looking for warm 
places to burrow, take action 
to get them inside and slow- 
ly warmed up, advises 
AMVA.. Frostbite may not 
show up for days, after it is 
too late to treat. Seek imme- 
diate veterinary care. 

It is a hard-cold reality 
that warmer temperatures 
are around the corner in 
Alabama. In our state, heat 
causes more doggie deaths 
than cold. 

Many of the adorable pup- 
pies received this Christmas, 
and from Christmases long 
ago, will be placed in cars 
for trips around town with 
their owners during our 
warmer months. It is hard to 
look at surrounding lanes of 
traffic and not see a dog “dri- 
ving”, in the driver’s lap, or 
hanging out the window in 
Alabama. I know because 
our lab, Sue, loves to ride to 
the farm in the back of the 
Suburban, but if we aren’t in 
the car neither is she, unless 
the rear doors are open. 

We know our pets love the 
adventure and are happy to 
be along for the ride or ride 
shotgun, but let’s not fool 
ourselves into thinking they 
want to go to the mall or gro- 
cery store and sit in the car 
waiting on us! Nope, they’d 
rather be safe at home taking 
anap or doing their thing. I 
mean, who hasn’t had a 
quick 5-minute trip in the 
grocery store turn into 20 
minutes? All the while that 
backseat ‘bed’ can become 
an oven very quickly with no 
windows down — or with a 
window “cracked.” Studies 
show the temperature can 
tise 30 degrees in only 20 
minutes. Heatkills.org 
reports that “at 70 degrees 
on a sunny day, after a half 
hour, the temperature inside 
acar is 104 degrees. After an 
hour, it can reach 113 
degrees.” The joyride is 
over, and a heat stroke can 
occur or death. 

AMVA reports that hun- 
dreds of dogs die every year 
from heat exhaustion. 
YouTube videos show how 
quickly temperatures rise in 
a car. And, it doesn’t just 
happen in summer — spring 
is around the corner and our 
pleasant 70s temperatures 
can become deadly hot in a 
parked car. 

It is time for Alabama’s 
lawmakers to join 27 other 
states and pass protections 
for our fur family members 
that will protect our pets and 
those Good Samaritans who 
would rescue a pet from a 
hot car. When they return to 
Montgomery in 2 weeks, for 
a predicted short legislative 
session, I urge them to pass 
Pet-in-Hot Car Bill, HR 524, 
which did not pass in 2017. 
That law would provide 
good Samaritan civil immu- 
nity from personal or proper- 
ty injury claims if a window 
is broken to protect a pet in 
dangerous conditions. This 
is one step forward to help 
Alabama out of the bottom 
tier of states with much 
needed animal cruelty laws. 

Remember, your dog can- 
not sweat and he’s wearing a 
fur coat. Paws and think 
about ‘is it really a good idea 
for Molly or Max’ to go on 
this ride? Call your local 
legislators and express your 
support, or leave a comment 
with your pet’s names and 
your county and I’ll be sure 
to forward it.

No downside to quitting 
tobacco, says A.D.P.H. 


There is no downside to 
quitting tobacco, and the 
benefits are priceless. 

The Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health offers free assis- 
tance to stop tobacco use 
through the Tobacco 
Quitline. The Quitline helps 
callers develop an individu- 
alized quit plan, offers 
coaching, and provides up 
to eight weeks of nicotine 
replacement therapy (NRT) 
patches if the user is med- 
ically eligible and enrolled 
in the coaching program. 

All ‘services at the 
Quitline — 1-800-QUIT- 
NOW ~ are free to Alabama 
residents. 

Within 20 minutes of 
quitting, heart rate and 
blood pressure drop. By the 
end of three months, circu- 
lation improves and lung 
function increases, accord- 
ing to the American Cancer 
Society. With a pack of cig- 
arettes costing $5 or more, 
quitting means more money 
to spend for other things. 

Quitline services are 
available every day from 6 
a.m. to midnight, with calls 
placed after hours or on 
holidays returned the next 
business day. The Quitline 
schedules phone coaching 
sessions at the caller’s con- 
venience, according to 
Quitline Manager Julie 
Hare. Online services are 
available at 
QuitNowAlabama.com. 

If the caller is eligible for 
NRT, it is mailed directly to 
the caller’s home. Medicaid 
callers will be referred to 
Medicaid for their cessation 
medications. 

“Because Medicaid pays 
for any of the seven FDA- 


approved cessation medica- 
tions, we require Medicaid 
recipients to get their med- 
ications through Medicaid’s 
program. We can, however, 
help their doctor with the 
authorization —_ process,” 
Hare said. 

All callers enrolled in the 
program will be asked to 
set a quit date within 30 
days and work with a coach 
to make a plan. Studies 
show the combination of 
coaching and medication 
doubles the chances of 
being successful, she said. 

Tobacco use is the lead- 
ing cause of preventable 
death in the U.S. In 
Alabama, some 8,600 peo- 
ple die annually from 
tobacco use. Almost one- 
third of cancer deaths in 
Alabama are attributable to 
smoking, according to the 
Campaign for Tobacco Free 
Kids. 

According to the 2016 
Adult Tobacco Survey, 
more than 60 percent of 
Alabamians who smoke 
said they tried to quit at 
least once during the past 
year, It can take multiple 
attempts for a person to 
quit, Hare said.

Request the “quadrivalent 
vaccine,” the one that pro- 
tects against four influenza 
strains, because one of the 
strains in circulation in 
Alabama (Type 
B/Yamagata) is only 
included in the quadrivalent 
vaccine. 

In addition to taking the 
flu vaccine, other measures 
can reduce or prevent the 
spread of influenza. These 
include staying at home 
when sick, covering the 
mouth and nose with a tis- 
sue/cloth when coughing or 
sneezing, and washing 
hands or using hand sanitiz- 
er frequently. 

Physicians should priori- 
tize influenza as a possible 
diagnosis for ill patients 
when _ treating ~—them. 
Additionally, all hospital- 
ized patients and all high- 
risk patients (either hospi- 
talized or outpatient) with 
suspected influenza should 
be treated as soon as possi- 
ble with a neuraminidase 
inhibitor antiviral. Even if

the rapid or quick flu test is 
negative, a patient may still 
have influenza. 

“It’s not too late to get a 
flu shot to protect against 
this serious disease. People 
become protected about 
two weeks after receiving 
the vaccine,” said Dr. 
Taylor. 

Public Health will be 
conducting a statewide flu 
vaccine awareness cam- 
paign “Start 2018 Off On 
the Right Foot” beginning 
in January to educate the 
public and remind everyone 
it is not too late to get the 
flu vaccine.
